The storm was centered about 
350 miles southeast of Charleston,

75.5. It is moving northeastward 
about 16 miles an hour. 
"Is Is now a very large storm 
with gale winds covering a radius 
of 250 miles or more, and hurri- 
cane-force winds are over a 50 to 
60 mile radius," the advisory stat- 
ed.

MARSHALL OUTLINES

PATIENCE SHOULD NOT 
BE MISUNDERSTOOD, 
SECRETARY DECLARES

.he American declared, "if, because 
of misunderstanding, the patience 
of others should be mistaken for 
weakness."
